Wallis, the persi n accused j 
of murder and sentenced to be hanged 
was set at liberty, the circumstantial 
evidence on w hich he was convicted Is 
ing entirely ex ploded by a witnessed 
demonstration a- to how the accident 
really *ccurred. 
The York correspondent referred to 
volume 13 i f The Criminal Law Maga­ 
zine, page 907, on which a full account 
oi the case appears. 
The case was that 
of the state of Tennessee against Avery, 
fried in Henry county, that state, and 
is one of the most remark able in the 
history of criminal jurisprudence. 
In June, lssT, Charles Kusley, the 
cousin of a man of the name of Avery, 
was k illed in ins room while lying on a 
lounge, about 3 o’clock in the after­ 
noon. 
The weapon w hich caused the 
death was a small rille, sending a 32 
caliber ball through Ensley s brain. No 
one was in the house at the time but 
Ensley.

Avery was arrested for the crime, as :

Avery was 
tried, pleaded not guilty, but was con­ 
victed of murder in tIn* first degree and 
sentenced to he hang* d. He appealed to 
the supreme court and engaged Mr. 
Wallis to defend him. 
The supreme 
court remanded the ease back to the cir­ 
cuit 
court on technical errors. 
Two 
mistrials were brought about, and then 
came the strangest part of the story. 
The brilliant Wallis struck the k eynote 
to the mystery 
In August, 1801, he 
had the ride loaded and hung on the 
wall. A white sheet with lie* form of a 
man mark « d on ii vva- placed in ex act 
lv tin* position i»< vupiod by Eusiey when 
lying asleep, and a heavy eu: glass pitch 
<ui,* found m I he 
the shelf above. 
The temperature wn* 99 degrees in tie* 
shade, one of the hottest days of tie* 
year. 
The pitcher acted 
as n sunglass, and 
the hot rays of the sun shining through 
the water wore refracted directly on the 
cartridge chamber of the rifle. 
Eight witnesses were in the room, 
and a few minutes alter ii o'clock a pull 
and a report occurred, 
and the ball 
struck the outlined form back of the ear 
in the ex act location where Ensley was 
shot, and the theory of circumstantial 
evidi nee went to pieces. 
The incident, 
being witness! d and sworn to, readily 
ex plained itself to tin* jury.—Gincinna 
ti Enquirer.

The ordinary process of making new 
golf balls, briefly, consists in heating 
one and a half inch pieces of one inch 
diameter gutta perrha r<«l in hot water, 
and while in a soft state, molded in an 
iron cup w ith two equal halves, placed 
in a hand screw press. 
Dropj**l in a 
basin of cold wafer, the rim left by the 
joining of the cup is then pored off. 
Most of the w ell known makes are 
now made by machinery, Both molding 
and marking are done at one time in a 
very ingenious mold worked by a h y­ 
draulic press. 
Various sulwdanees have 
lM*en tried, singly or in combination, to 
replace gutta ]« reha in ball making, but 
all to no purpose.— Exchange.

Modern scientists and chemists havi 
no resppct for nature 
They have lately 
taken her most delicate creations, the 
flowers of the ti**hl and the garden, and 
attempted to change tlx :r colors and 
perfumes 
Strange to -ay. considerable 
success has attended their efforts 
Many fashionable 
florists 
both 
in 
American and European cities estab­ 
lished regular chemical laboratories in 
connection w ith their hothouses for car­ 
rying on this unique industry 
The fad 
comes originally from Baris by w ay of 
London 
The first step in this direction con­ 
sisted in the artificial dyeing of such 
flowers as the white carnation, tlx* lily 
of the valley and tlx* hyacinth. 
There 
is a w ell known New York florist who 
frequently changes the colors of these 
flowers to suit the whims and fancies of 
his wealthy patrons. 
He finds that he 
can successfully treat almost any bulb­ 
ous flower by placing it in a solution 
containing oxalic aenl and the special 
color which he wishes to impart to the 
petals of the plant. 
It was in this w ay that the “ green 
carnation, ” of which so much was heard 
a year or so ago, was produced. 
A lily 
of the valley ran be changed from its 
pure white to a delicate blushing pink 
by placing the cut flower in red ink 
The oxalic acid m the ink opens the 
pores of the plant and allows the color­ 
ing matter t* he absorbed 
This same 
New York florist has long been trying 
to produce a blue chrysanthemum, w ith 
tlx* view of pleasing the patrons of tlx* 
Yah* football matches. 
He has not yet 
succeeded, but he is firm ly convinced 
that it w ill only be a matter of time 
before chemists enable tlx* florist 
to 
produce every known variety of color in 
flowering plants. 
In perfuming flowers, and especially 
in artificially strengthening and roviv 
mg the natural odor, florists have gone 
very far. and it would seem that in this 
line tlx re is really no lim it. In order to 
revive flowers exhausted by time or car­ 
riage, their extremities are immersed in 
vessels containing a weak solution «>f 
sal 
ammoniac. 
Their 
odor is then 
strengthened by moistening them w ith 
ail alcohol solution of the]« i fume or es- 
st ntial oil eorresp tiding to the natural 
scent. 
This is done on a very large scale w ith 
viole:*, r ses, hawth ms, etc., the per 
fumes of which an* manufactured large­ 
ly in France 
Two such pi rfumes are 
“ violctt ine” and “ geranioltne. ” 
The 
former is comp* sed of 1 >)0 grams of al 
coho], I no » I glvei rin and 10 of essence 
of viol t 
'J he latti r is a sim ilar prepa 
ration in which tlx* essence of violet is 
r placid by g» ranoil or artificial oil of 
rises. Tiieglycerin in tli se pr« parati m* 
is j.ddid in old« r to fix the scent, which 
would < theivvise rapidly « vaporate. 
A m re sex iitifx* method of strength­ 
ening tlx*« dor* t flowers before shipping 
them or placing them on sale is fre­ 
quent ly used. They are put into a wood­ 
en box cooled externally w ith iee. 
In 
the bottom of this box lies a tube pro­ 
vided w ith p< rforations, and through if 
is sent a current charged w ith carbonic 
acid gas and tlx* odor characteristic of 
tlx- flower 
Again, in order to fix tlx* 
odor, the flowers are sprinkled w ith a 
very small quantity of glycerin.

content w ith 
adding 
to 
the 
strength 
of 
scented 
flowers by this 
means, the flower dealers, aided hv tlx* 
s u g g e s tio n s 
«.f chemists, have gone the 
length « t depriving flowers of the nut 
lira I odors and suhst ituting others They 
have given the fragrant lilac the odor of 
tlx* rose, the pink tlx* perfume of the 
violet, and tlx* humble cornflower the 
aristocratic scent of the jasmine. It is a 
delicate operation and one that does not 
succeed w ith all flowers 
It consists in 
immersing the flower in a bromide solu­ 
tion which divests it of nearly every 
trace of its natural fragrance. After this 
it is washed and then jm rfumed w ith 
the odor desired in tlx* manner already 
described. 
The results of these attempts to im ­ 
prove upon nature are not always satis­ 
factory. 
Flowers which have* been doc­ 
tored or 
revived by artificial 
means 
rarely last long enough t</afford any 
pleasure to tlxi«*e who purchase them. 
There is, after all, nothing that can 
rival the natural beauty and fragrance 
of a flower a* it comes fresh fnan the 
garden or hothouse, and happily there 
are still m illion* of pe< pit* who would 
give more for tlx* fragrance of oneswt et 
violet fresh fr* m the woods than all the 
artificial productions of Now York or 
Paris. — Philadelphia Pres*.

CROW NED AT OLYMPIA. 


Ho no r« Pa id to the Victo r» In the Grecia n 
A thletic Co ntent« . 


Im m ediately after each contest the 
successful athlete appeared before the 
judges and retvived a palm branch, and 
his name was heralded before the as­ 
sembled throng. 
B u t at the close of all 
tlx* contests, on the final day of the fes­ 
tival, tlx* much coveted prizes were dis­ 
tributed 
Into tlx« alt is at early morn­ 
ing streamed the long, joyous procession, 
headed by the judges, tlx* religious and 
civil authorities, and tlx* public guests, 
escorting the now brillian tly clad ath­ 
letes and victori<>us lx>rses bedecked w ith 
flowers. The song they sang was a song 
of victory by Archilochus, which began: 
“ H ail to thee, powerful Hercules, con­ 
queror in the games, and to thee also, 
Iolaus, both famed for the spear! 
Te- 
nella, tonella! A ll hail to the victo r!” 
A little boy from the priestly class 
had already cut w ith a golden knife 
some branches from the olive tree plant­ 
ed by Hercules, and crowns made from 
these branches had been exposed in the 
temple of Hera upon a beautiful chrys­ 
elephantine table made by Uolotes. The 
crowns were then brought to the temple 
of Zens, where, before the representa­ 
tives of all Greece, tlx* judges, clad in 
purple, crowned the heads < f tlx* victori­ 
ous athletes. 
Th s Olym pic crown, as 
the supreme reward of Greek ambition, 
is w ell expressed in the story of Diag- 
oras. 
Him self a victor in the games, lie 
returned in his old age to Olym pia w ith 
his two sens. Both bore off a prize, and 
then ran and caught their father on 
their shoulders as the crowd of pilgrims 
pelted them w ith flowers. 
“ Die, Diag- 
oras, ” they cried, “ for thou hast noth­ 
ing more to live for!” 
W ith a sigh of 
joy the old man expired. 
The crowning of Olym pia did not end 
tlx* victors' glory. 
Their statues were 
made by them« : f famous sculptors, their 
portraits painted by the most skillful 
artists, their deeds glorified in verse. 
They were feasted and maintained at 
public ex pi n*i*, received seats « f honor 
at tlx* theater and were cherished as 
gods in the hearts of their countrymen. 
As Pindar has well expressed it, “ He 
that overcomet li hath, because of the 
games, a sweet tranquillity throughout 
his life fort vi rmore. ” — “ The Old O lym ­ 
pic Chimes, ‘ by Prof« ssor A llan Mar- * 
quand, in Century. 


KhiK by Trail«*. 
W h ile in Geneva in Bs'Jl Judge T. J. 
Mac key of South Carolina was selected 
by the A;ix rican colony to deliver a 
Fourth of Ju ly oration at a banquet 
given in honor of the day.

among them was the consul general of 
Austria-Hungary, who 
furnished for 
Judge M ackey’s address the following 
anecdote and vouched for its authen­ 
ticity: 
A number of Americans residing in 
Vienna in the year 1*10 united to cele­ 
brate W ashington’s birthday, and in ­ 
vited the Emperor Francis of Austria to 
honor the occasion by his presence. 
That genial monarch, a true gentle­ 
man, although “ every inch a king,” 
overlooked the disregard of established 
forms into which his would be hosts had 
been betrayed by their patriotic zeal, 
and made this answer in his own hand- 
writ ing: 
“ Gentlemen, 1 thank you for your 
hospitable invitation and the gratifying 
terms in which y< u have expressed your 
desire that I should attend a banquet 
which you propose to give in celebra­ 
tion of General Washington's natal day. 
“ But you must i xense me from u nit­ 
ing with you to honor the memory of 
your illustrious countryman, since 1 
could not do so with sincerity, for Wash­ 
ington scorned a crown and did more 
to bring royalty into contempt than all 
men who have ever lived, and I am a 
king by trade. ” — Youth’s Companion.

ONE OF T HE U t ¿ REST OF LAKES. 


A I’ux /.le to (ie o lo g b t« In th e B lu e Gra n« 
L e g io n o f K e n tu c k y , 
Sinking ere« k, m the northwestern 
part of this county, is not a running 
stream or creek, as one would imagine 
from it- name, but it is a large lake, 
which forms only in the spring of the 
year, when thaws and rainfall produce 
an overabundance of water The forma­ 
tion of a lake covering over 200 acres 
of land and sometimes over 500 comes 
with the suddenness of a rise in tho 
Mississippi river 
The lake is formed in a hollow en- I 
tirely surrounded by gradually inclined 
hills of blue grass fields and meadows. 
These hills are at first imperceptible to 
the eye on account of the gradual and 
even slope of the surrounding country. 
A closer examination of the country 
shows that fo r miles around it all grad* I 
ually inclines to the place where the 1 
springtime lake forms, but the place it­ 


se lf is merely a slightly rolling tract of 
land, over which various fences, trees 
and shrubberies are seen. 
As the lake 
depends on the rainfall fo r its supply of 
water, it is larger s o m e years than oth­ 
ers and has been known to cover 550 
acres of land and the water all the way 
from 5 to 80 feet deep. 
This body 
of wafer is a veritable Mecca for duck 
hunters at the rime of the year when 
ducks pass through K< ntueky on their 
way to the northern Ltk* s. 
Tin re is no outh t above the earth in 
the way of a creek or hollow 
There is 
no cave or sink hole on any of the land 
winch 
is covered 
by water through 
which the water may e sca p e . Yt t with­ 
in one month this immense amount of 
water disappears. 
After the disappear 
ance the earth which is covered, in­ 
stead of being a wet, marshy place, as 
is the case of an ordinary springtime 
rise m water, is a beautiful, fertile, blue 
grass vale, over which blooded Ken­ 
tucky stock roam during the summer 
months and fatten on the rich pastur­ 
age. No appearance of a marsh or water 
weeds, etc., is found after the lake lias 
g( me. 
Kxaetlywhat causes the "sinking” of 
the lake has nov< r been determinated, 
although various geologists have visited 
the scene. 
It is a well known fact that 
quicksilver thrown into a pond or lake 
will cause it to soon sink, and it is 
claimed that the water forming this 
lake, as it is drained down from the 
surrounding hills, brings with it a com 
position of some kind similar to mer­ 
cury or quicksilver 
in its action on 
sinking a lake, and that this is the k< y 
to the myst< ry of Sinking crock. — Ni< h- 
olasville Letter in Gineinnuti Enquirer.
